cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1916.

Public Finanees.—The Public Accounts for October show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,622,935, or £122,689 more than in 
October of last year—an increase of 8-1 per cent. During the four 
months ended 3lst Octeber the revenue was £5,478,574, being 
£385,114, or 66 per cent. less than in the corresponding period of the 
last financial year.

On the 31st October, 1917, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £2,450,991. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during October was 11,368 oz. crude, 
equal to 11,090 oz. fine, valued at £47,107, and showed an increase of 
3,524 oz. fine, and £14,969 in value, compared with October of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the ten months was £301,204, 
and showed a decrease of 3,762 oz. fine, and £15,985 in value, in the 
figures for the corresponding period of 1916. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 52, as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries), it 
appears that in October, 1917, prices were 40°5 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914; 7°6 per cent. higher than in October, 1916; and 0-4 per 
cent. lower than in the preceding month, September, 1917. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
October, 1917, 89:5 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 15-5 per cent. 
higher than in October, 1916; and 2 per cent. lower than in September, 
1917. Prices of beef and mutton declined, while pork advanced in 
price. 

Increased prices were recorded for potatoes, onions, cheese, starch, 
candles, and kerosene, while butter, ham, eggs, and sago declined 
slightly.

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Land Selections.—During October 84 applications were made for 37,276 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 42,917 acres, representing 
73 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 904, and the area applied for 440,212 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 697,823 acres, representing 1,453 blocks. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall for the month of October was in excess of the 
average practically throughout New South Wales, the exception being 
the districts embracing the north-east quarter, in which the shortages 
generally were unimportant. As in the previous month persistent rains 
again occurred on the watersheds of the southern rivers, causing serious 
floods on various sections of the Murray River with extensive damage 
to property. The important towns of Albury and Deniliquin were 
both inundated. 


The temperatures registered were, on the whole, most varied. 


At Sydney the total rainfall was 441 points, or nearly 14 inches 
above the average. 


Vital Statisties— Sydney and Suburbs— October, 1917.—The births 
registered numbered 1,701, equal to 26-70 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 849 were males and 852 females. The rate is 8 per cent. below 
the average of the previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 588, namely, 331 males and 257 females, equal 
to a rate of 9°23 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 13 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups except 
“65 and over,” which were normal. 


The infantile mortality was 54-1 per 1,000 births, being 10 per cent. 
below the average for the month of October for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis——According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
October, 380 new buildings, as compared with 296 in October, 1916. 


The total for the ten months, January to October, was 4,209, as 
compared with 4,485 during the corresponding period of 1916,
